11. Discussion: 100th Anniversary, Town Hall 
Kevin F. Greeley, Chair 
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Mr. Greeley stated the Town is planning a celebration for the 100th anniversary of the day 
the Town Hall opened in 1913. Said celebration is June 7, 2013. Mr. Greeley, local historian Richard Duffy and 
Patsy Kramer will be chairing the eventalong with other committee members to be announced. Mr. Dunn 
suggested marking the ground breaking ceremony as well as noting various milestones in the design and 
constructing of the building leading up to the anniversary of the opening of Town Hall. 

12. Vote: Special Town Election Date 
Kevin F. Greeley, Chair 

Bill Downing, 24 Fabyan Street, representing the Landscapers asked the Board if theycould postpone the Special 
Election until September instead of July. Mr. Downing stated that he feels that more residents would be around in 
September than July. Mr. Downing doesn't think the town has been heard and itsailed through Town Meeting with 
only two-thirds ofTown Meeting members present. 

Town Counsel advised against calling the election in September. The state law on reversing a Town Meeting vote 
states a special election must be called forthwith. She stated the goal of the statue is to get it done as quickly as 
possible. 

Mr. Byrne stated that he feels the ban should have been brought back to Town Meeting, not reconsidered through a 
Special Election, because it would be very difficult to bring out enough voters to overturn the original vote. Mr. Byrne 
feels it's an extreme expense and looking atthe numbers needed forthis to be repealed, it's going to be verydifficult 
to getthatmanypeople out in July. 

Mr. Curro asked Town Counsel if she would contact the State Attorney General's Office to see if delaying the election 
until September would fall within the state statue. 

Mr. Greeley wished them success in their endeavors. 

Mr. Dunn approved schedule as recommended by Ms. Rice and Mrs. Krepelka subject to Ms. Rice contacting the 
Attorney General's Office. SO VOTED (4-0)

Mr. Chapdelaine stated that Thursday, June 7th, at8:00 a.m. there is a meeting regarding the new 
5 Year Plan to be held in the 1 st Floor Conference Room. 

Mr. Chapdelaine, Town Manager stated he would be attending the Leadership ICMA program from Sunday, June 10 
- Tueday, June 12th returning June 13th. Mr. Flanagan, 

DeputyTown Manager will be in charge during his absence. 

Mr. Chapdelaine stated a brochure is being sent to all homeowners regarding the new recycling 
and trash guidelines that will take effect July 1,2012. 
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Mr. Byrne congratulated the Arlington Catholic High School Graduating Class of 2012. He stated that there were 31 
Arlington students, his brother, Jon Henry being one. The Graduation was held at Bentley College, Waltham, MA 

Mr. Curro reported that Thursday night, June 7th, was Arlington Alive co-sponsored bythe Arlington Cultural Council, 
Arlington Center for the Arts, Arlington Public Art, Arlington Committee on Tourism and Economic Development and 
Sustainable Arlington. The event will 

be held at the Arlington Center for the Arts Theater, 41 Foster Street. 

Mr. Curro reported that he is concerned about large hazmat trucks coming through Arlington if Boston bans use of 
trucks during daytime hours. Mr. Byrne stated that he had seen a report 

from the Mass. Department of Transportation that restricts hazmattrucks from the Cityduring the hours of 6:00 a.m. 
to 8:00 p.m. Mr. Byrne will check it out and report back to the Board. 

Mr. Curro also stated that the groundbreaking ceremonyfor Thompson School will be held on Monday, June 11th, at 
5:30 p.m. at North Union Street. 

Mr. Dunn stated thatthe Arlington Public Art Committee is working to increase the amount of 
public art in Arlington. They've officially kicked off fundraising for a mural that will overlook 

Spy Pond and will be suspended from the roof of the Arlington Boys & Girls Club. Arlington High School students 
created the designs that will be displayed. If anyone would like to donate to public art in Arlington, it is tax 
deductible. Residents can specify that their gift go to public art in general or to a specific project. To donate go to 
http://www.arlinqtonpublicart.bloqspot.com . 

Mr. Greeley stated that Monday, June 18th, the applicants will be heard in the order that their 
application was received. Each applicant will have 30 minutes -10 minutes for presentation, 

10 minutes for the Board to ask questions and 10 minutes for public participation.
